During tlie year under review there wa.s a further relaxation of 
the economic strain whicli had been .such a prominent 
The year and the people. preceding ycars. The tide appears 

to have turned at last, anti it is noticeable that the level of prices 
as well as the out-turn of most of the indigenous crops have been slowly 
but steadilj’ rising in the State, with an appreciable alleviation of the 
conditions of the people, both in tho hills and the plains, the cultivating 
classes, as might be expected, coming in, to a marked extent, for their 
legitimate share in the general improvement ; while there is also in 
evidence in tho Zemindaries attached to the State, a similar lifting of 
the strain and a conspicuous advance in the economic situation. 

2 . The rainfall of the year was more than twelve inches below 
the total for the preceding year and was unevenly distribu^I. Kaila- 
sahar bad the maximum fall of 110 inches, and the minimum n»> 
47 inches, was that of Belonia» where there was» besides, a serious 
outbreak of rinderpest, during the year, which brought on heavy cattle 
mortality. Harvesting, however, was generally satisfactory all round, 
, and in this Bilonia proved no exception. 
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3. There was some rise in the price of food grains throughout 
the State and the condition of the middle classes continued to be as it 
was in the previous year. 

4. The year opened with a balance of Rs. 14,76,461 against 

Rs. 14,02,434 in the year before. The total revenue

from permanent sources was Rs. 16,96,043 against 
Rs. 15,79,609 in the preceding year in the State, and Rs. 11,07,653 
against Rs. 9,87,261 in the Zemindaries. With deposits, the total 
receipts from all sources came to Rs. 30,55,435 against Rs. 29,21,572 
the total sura available for expenditure being thus Rs, 45,31,896 
as against Rs. 43,24,006 in the preceding year. The results of land 
revenue collection were encouraging, and the increase in the duty on 
cotton and oilseeds was satisfactory.

5. Their Highnesses the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur and the 
Maharani Saheba returned to Agartala from Calcutta, where they had 
been staying for sometime, on the 15th Baisakh and remained at the 
Capital till the month of Jaistha. 

6. On the occasion of His Imperial Majesty the King Emperor’s 
Birthday in June, 1935, His Highness the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur 
was appointed to be a Knight Commander of the Most Exalted Order 
of the Star of India. The announcement was received with joyous 
acclamation throughout the State and public meetings were held at the 


Capital under the Presidency of Maharajkumar Brajendrakishoro Dob 
Barman Bahadur and at Divisional headquarters in the interior at which 
congratulatory resolutions were passed amt conveyed to His Highness. 

7. The hot weather of the year under report was spent by Their 

Highnesses at Shillong. On the 19th July Their 

Visit to Shillong. ® ^ . -a • -n i t 

Highnesses the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur, and 
the Maharani Saheba, the Baby Princes and party left Agartala 
for Shillong via Sylhet and reached there the next day. On arrival 
at Sylhet Their Highnesses were received and cheered by thousands of 
people Avho assembled at the river ghat to have their 'Darsan . 

8. During the stay at Shillong His Highness paid a flying visit 
to Muesoorie for the purpose of meeting his sister — 
the late Maharajkumari Basantaprava Devi, Yubarani 

Saheba of Kotla on the eve of her departure for Switzerland. Leaving 
Shillong on the 8th August, His Highness arrived at Calcutta next day 
and stopping there for one day, started for Mpsaoorie arriving there 
on the 13th August. His Highness stayed at Mussoorie at the Savoy 
Hotel for 4 days and returned to Shillong on the 19th idem. 

9. At Shillong His Highness gave a Dinner party at Pinewood 
Hotel in which His Excellency the Acting Governor of Assam, Lady 
Laine, some of the Executive Councillors and Ministers of the Province < 
and other leeiding people of the place participated.

13. His Highness the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur accompanied 
by Her Highness left for Calcutta on the 18th of Agrabayan (-Itli Decem- 
ber) and arrived there the following evening.

14. On arrival at the Guest House at Khairagarh His Highness 
the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur was received with a Guard-of-Honour 
and .a salute of 13 guns was fired. During the stay at Khairagarh 
His Highness graced all functions relating to the Investiture Ceremony 
by his presence and wherever he Avent he Avas accorded a hearty 
reception by the Ruler and people alike. 

15. His Highness returned to Calcutta on the 12th December 
from Khairagarh. 

16. In Calcutta His Highness had private interviews as u.snal, 
with Their Excollencie.s the Viceroy aral His Excellency the Governor 
of Bengal on the 18th and IDth December re.spectively.

18. On the 7th of January, 3936, Ilis Highness gave a Dinner

participated in the Dinner. 

19. His Highness attended functions both at the Viceroy’s - and 
Pflbiio fanetion* in Government' Houses as usual.

32. A very notable and important happy event of the year was 

Their Maiesties’ Silver Jubilee which was celebrated 

Royal Silver Jubilee. i o ‘n i 

throughout the State with great eclat. 

33. 6th, 7th and 8th of May, 1935, were through a notification 
in an Extraordinary issue of the State Gazette declared public holidays 
on account of this happy and memorable occasion. With the dawn of 
6th May a Royal Salute of 31 guns was fired announcing the auspicious 
day on which His Imperial Majesty began his glorious reign, 25 years 
ago. Police and Military parades were held on the Military grounds. 
Prayers were offered in places of worship for the long life and ever 
prosperous reign of I’heir Imperial Majesties. 

34. At a meeting convened under the auspice.s of the Chairman 
of the Agartala Municipality the citizens of Agartala assembled and 
passed resolutions recording its heartfelt joy and • thankfulness on the 
completion of the 25th year of Their Majesties’ glorious reign and 
assuring Their Majesties of their respectful loyalty and devotion te Their 
Majestic.s’ throne and persons. 

35. The teachers, students and their guardians also assembled 
in a meeting to express their heartfelt joy and to pray for the long, 
peaceful and glorious reign of Their Majesties on this occasion and 
passed suitable resolutions. 

36. A Grand Durbar was held at the Ujjayanta Palace at 8 P. M. 
on the 7tli of May at tlie end of which there was a fireworks display 
befitting the occasion. The whole town wore a gala appearance by the 
successive two evenings’ illumination. Some 5,000 poor wei’e sump- 
tuously fed and sweets wore distributed among boys and girls of the 
various schools of the State. There was a gai-don party in which 
princes, officers and other elite of the town took part. 

37. His Highness the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur sent the follow- 
ing cable to His Majesty the King Emperor : — 

“I beg to send my loyal and sincere felicitations on this 
auspicious and memorable occasion of Your Majesties’ Silver Jubilee. 
May Providence shower choicest blessings on both of Your Majesties and 
grant long life and prosperous reign”, to which the following reply was 
received by His Highness from His Majesty.

Giacions King lamentable untimely death of His Most Gracious 


Majesty King George V, State Proclamation was 
issued immediately closing all offices and other institutions of the State 
and the Zemindaries for three days. Members of the Ruling family, 
officers and the public assembled in a meeting and passed resolutions 
expressing their deep sense of grief at the sad demise of His late Most 
Gracious Majesty King George V and Emperor of India and offering 
their condolence to and sympathy with the bereaved Royal family and 
offering sincere prayers for the enternal peace of the great departed soul 
and joining with the rest of the Empire in mourning. 70 minute guns 
were fired and alms distributed among the poor. 

39. A notification was issued through an Extraordinary issue of 
the State Gazette on the 26th January, 1936 closing all the offices and 
other institutions of the State for one day on account of the funeral day. 
Prayers were offered in all places of public worship.

48. Permission was granted by the Durbar to open a tea garden 

„ , in Taluki land in Sadar Division comnrisine 157 drones

after realisation of Es. 1,800 as Nasar and Rs. MJO 
as penalty for cultivating tea without obtaining previons permission of 
the Durbar. Two other cases of resettlement of Khas purchased gardens 
were in progress at the end of the year. 

49. Several petitions for relinquishment of portions of tea garden 
Tea induetiy lands wcre pending from the year previous anil 

relinquishment of 223 drones of land was accepted in 
one case during the year. 

50. The Durbar has been continuing the policy of giving relief 
to the proprietors of tea gardens by way of granting reTni.?sion of 
interest and easy instalments for payment of revenues and other State 
dues. Tea gardens of this State have not been permitted to extend 
cultivation since the inauguration of the restriction scheme. As the tea 
industry in the State is still in its infancy, the urgency of e.xtension of 
plantation is keenly felt by the gardens concerned and the Durbar 
evinced its an.xiety and interest in representing the case to tjio (xovern- 
ment of India without success. They have however given the Durbar 
assurance that consideration of the .special circumstances for an oxten.sion 
of tea area in Tripura State will be made if the tea restriction .scheme is 
extended beyond March 1938. 

51. With a view to control the cultivation and export of tea 
in and from the State the Durliar have passed the Tripura Tea Control 
Act No . 1 of 1345 T. E . 

52. The Indian Tea Licen.sing Committee ha.s been appointed 
Licensing Authority of the State until further ordor.s., A joint inspection 
of State gardens by the nominoe.s of the Indian Tea Licensing Comittee 
and the Durbar has been agreed to during the latter part of the year 
under review. 

53. The current demand from the tea grants amounted to about 
Rs. 64,000, The total realisation from them was R.s. 1,04,061 including 
Rs. 38,990 on account of current demand. 

54. Both the outturn and export of tea increased during the year 
under review. 

55. The arrear demand up to the end of 1345 T. E. still amounts 
to about two lakhs. 
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56. The average jama per hani of jote lands in khash niehaU 
K.k5gf /««<.. (exclusive of cesses) stood at Rupee 1 and 4 pies 

against 1 Rupee> 1 anna and 8 pies ' in the previous 
year. The maximum rate for jote was Rs. 25 per kani while the 
minimum was 3 annas and those for taluks Rs. 3 and annas 1-9 p, 
respectively. For Takshishi laluks in Agartala town the maximum 
rate was Rs. 70 per kani.

58. The above .statement .shows that the curi’ent demand under 
Demand heads wa.s Rs. 7,42,090 and with the arrear demand 

of Rs. 24,61,739 the total demand of the year was 
Rs. 32,03,835 again.st Rs. 31,27,943 in the previous year. 


59. The total collection in round figures under all heads during 

Collection to Rs. 6,52,09] being Rs. 2,02,157 

under current and Rs. 4,49,934 under arrear, as 
against the total collection of 6,43,591 in the previous year. The 
percentage of current collection was 27’24 against 26’83 and that of 
the arrears 18‘27 against 18‘(). In the khas mehal, the percentage of 
current collection was 12’ 18 against 11*08 and in taluki mehal the 
percentage wa.s 7()*2l against 77*24 in the previous year. The percentage 
of collection on the whole was not satisfactory. 


60. Altogether 6,391 certificate cases covering a demand of 

Rs. 3,49,150 were instituted during the year. With 
5,672 cases valued at Rs. 6,82,643 pending from the 
previous year, the total number of cases awaiting 
final orders on disposal of preliminary notices issued on debtors was 
12,003 covering a total demand of Rs. 10,31,793. Of these, 30 cases 
witli a demand of Rs. 12,385 were rejected or struck off and Rs. 8,096 
in 316 cases with a total value of Rs. 7,52,825 remained pending at the 
end of the year. 

61. Orders under the provisions of the State Certificate Act were 
BiecaiioD passed during the year in 5,594 cases with a total 

value of Rs. 2,58,487 making the demand absolute. 

62. With 13,874 cases to the value of Rs. 8,39,601 pending in 
execution from the previous year, the total number of cases dealt with 
was 19,468 covering a demand of Rs. 10,98,088. Out of the total 
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demand Rs. 14,470 was remitted or written off and of the remainder 
Es. 1 , 49,078 was actually realised lea^dng a balance of Rs. 9 , 33 , 940 . 
Of the amount realised Rs. 1 , 36,777 represents land revenue and 
Rs. 12,901 miscellaneous demands. In view of the accumulation of the 
arrear demand strict measures appear to be called for. In Sonamilra 
Division 1 debtor was confined in jail for 3 montlis but nothing could 
however be realized from him. 

63. Tlie number of defaulting ialuks brought under the operation 
of the Sunset law (including 10 pending from the 
previous year) was 129 . Of- tliese 69 were released 
on payjuent of dues with penalty while 17 were sold 
by auction and 43 remained undisposed of at tlie close of the year.

66. Maps of twedve villages were reduced to one inch scale and 
coiniiiled in the Mousmil and 'five maps of villages out of 30 reduced 
maps remaining uncompiled Mere also compiled this year. 

67. The Divisional maps mcvc also corrected following above 
additions. Three copies of mcuzmil maps for distribution to the Divi- 
sions and 14 copies of State map .showing positions of Kxcise shops 
were traced. 

68. Four case maps iii connection M’itli the boundary disputes 
along the British border lines M-ere. prepared and 20 copies of them 
wmre traced. 

69. Three maps of boundary and connected awai*d, 28 maps of 
khash villages and Taluks, and 17 other maps M^ere traced, and the area 

3 
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of two maps checked with Planintetei* bj the same staff. The total 
expenditure incurred was Rs. lOl^l-O only. 

70 . The No. 12 Survey party, Government of India, completed 
their survey operation within the State this year. The boundary dispute 
regarding the trijunction point on the Longai river between the 
District Sylhet, Lushai Hills and this State is under enquiry. The 
Superintendent of Surveys has selected a peak after re-connoitering in 
the Longai valley which almost agrees with the description of features 
mentioned in the report of Mr. Jones in 1865 and the matter is now 
ui^er correspondence. The boundary disputes regarding the course and 
the source of the Feni river are also under correspondence. 

7 1 . Pucca pillars have been erected on some temporary marks 
left on the watershed line during the Topographical surtoy operation 
between the Myani Head water Reserve forest and the Gurati valley ; 
and Thakur Kshirode Lai Deb Barman, Surveyor, attended the erection 
of pillars by a British Sub-Surveyor at the selected sites. 

72 . The Superintendent of Surveys was on tour for 82 days. 
He attended a conference at Shillong about Excise matters and discus- 
sion with the Chief Secretary, Assam about the disputed site of Bongsul 
pillar. He toured to find out a more suitable site of Bongsid peak 
as agreed upon by both parties in the discussion and to enquire about 
the boundary of some Taluks within the State.

99. During the year there were 23 Sub-Inspectors and 2 1 Naib 
Darogas against 24 Sub-Inspectois and 22 Naib 
Darogas in the previous year. 

100. The officers continued to show their detective ability in 
investigation of cases. More attention is being paid to .smuggling 
of liquor and Ganja. Preventive measures to run down a large number 
of notorious bad characters n/s 109 and no Cr. P. C. were taken and 
patrol system was introduced in the affected areas, as a result of which 
crime was checked to a considerable extent, as will appear from the 
details in the para under the heading “crime". 

101. Taking advantage of the loneliness and dense jungles of the 
Sabroom P, S. jurisdiction several highway mail robberies were com- 
mitted there during the last few years. The present Officer-in-charge 
of Sabroom P, S. Ananda Chandra Majiimder was able to delect the 
last mail robbery case which occnred on 2-9-4S and great credit is due 
to him for the same. Some other officers, who were responsible for 
detection of several burglary and theft cases, including one gnn theft 
case, also deserve credit. The behaviour of the Police and their 
dealings with the public were generally satisfactory and not a single case 
of ill-treatment was reported against any Police officer during the year 
under review. 

102. One Sub-Inspector, 5 Naib Darogas and 5 Constables were

103. The total number of cases reported during the year under

arrears was Rs, 9,781-3-0 of which Rs. 439-10-9 was irrecoverable, 

160. Both Municipal and Latrine taxes amounting to Rs. 1,889-4-9' 
due by His Highness’s family members living out side the Palace proper 
and Prabhu Goswamis of Sreepat have still remained outstanding. Had 
the amount been realized, the tollection under the above heads would 
have undoubtedly been more satisfactory. 

161. The income under miscellaneous head including deposits' 
amounted to Rs. 585-8-6 as against Rs. 991-5-6 of the year previous.

His Highness 
the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur was pleased to prepare personally 
a design for Bazar buildings’ with a view to its improvement all 
round. The Stall-holders readily fell in with the project and started 
construction in right earnest. The works have been progressing rapidly 
and the shopkeepers have received financial help in the shape of loans 
from the State at a nominal interest. The buildings, when completed^ 
will surely add to the grandeur of the town on its aesthetic side.

169. The health of the town was not quite satisfactory. 

^ Towards the beginning and latter part of the 

year under review cholera prevaileLl in the town 
sporadically. The Municipality leserved some tanks for di inking water 
as a safeguaid against probable contamination during the epidemic. 

170. The epidemic was mainly due to the scarcity of pure drink- 
ing water supply in the town. The watet; of mo-sl of the reserved taiik.s 
turned bad and un-drinkable and many private tanks were almost dried 
up owing to the long drought. With a view to prevent such occurrence 
in the future it has been proposed to sink lube-wells in different 
parts of the town in the next year.

334. The increase under bead Toll on th« Fotti rivers; Reserved 
Sal Forests and Royalty on elephants caught, Duty on matches and 
decrease under head Toll on Forest produce and elephant and buffalo 
grazing ntekal will be explained in the section relating to the Forest 
Department. 

335. The income under bead Land Revenue exceeded the liglires 
of r 340, 1341, 1342, 1343, 1344 T.E. by Rs. 2.^3,513, Rs. 2,66,035, 
Rs. 2,44,868, Rs. 2,12,986 and Rs. 9,241 respectively. 

236. Tea garden land revenue contributed Rs, 1,04,061 and 
exceeded the dgures of 1343 and 1344 T. E. by Rs. 57,888 and 
Rs 18,645 respectively. The increase under the head Land Revenue 
is due to better income from Tea Garden land revenue and in view of 
this collection under this head can hardly be taken to be satisfactory, 

237. The increa.se under the head Family Tax in the hills may 
be attributed to the improved paying capacity of the hill people and 
that under tax ou cotton & oil-seeds was due to the increased export of 
cotton to the extent of more than 3 times of the previous year,, 
although export of oil-seeds fell down to less than half the quantity of 
the pievious year. The tax under this head exceeded the bgnres of 
'342, 1343 and 1344 T E, by Rs. 77,682, Rs, 1,10,883 and Rs. 82,498 
respectively. 

238. A slight increase tinder head jute export duty will be per 
ceived but tlie income under this' head was less than that of the years 
1342 T.E. and 1343 T. E., difference being Rs.'pbs and Rs. 1,541 
respectively. 

239. The decrease iindei the head Adtia denotes Imsatisfactory 
condition of people in tite plains. 

240. The Excise levenue in the year under review witnessed 
a fall of Rs. 1,597 and Rs. 2,844 in comparison with 1343 and 
1344 T. E, respectively and almost coincided with the income of 
1342 r. E, under this head, the difference being a decrease of Rs. 222. 

241. The increase under the head Nazar is attributable to 
gieater collection of nazars by settlement operations. 

242. The decrease under head Tea export duty in comparison 
with 1344 T. E. may be attributable to belter realizations In 1344 T. E. 
of an ears but it exceeded the figures for 1343 T. E. by Rs. 8,872.

248. 'fhe world-wide economic depression which made itself 
felt in the State accounts for the decline in receipts in the year 134! T. E..
